and associates” and 
took memoranda of all information he 
was unable to supply, which is to be 
presented at a later date.

was in At­ 
lantic Coast line bonds in which “J. FL 
Hyde and associates, 
the Equitable 
participating as a member,” paid $1,- 
37C,096 on call ami received $114,300 
profits.
